This  biil 
had  its  origin  iu  the  receut  developments 
of  rascality  in  epnuectiou  with  the  eva¬ 
sion  of  taxes  in  Newark,  and  was  strongly 
championed  by  Mr.  Stone,  who,  in 
speaking  upon  it  to-day,  clearly  exposed 
the  tricks  by  which  some  rich  men  have 
managed  to  escape  the  payment  of  their 
just  taxes,  thus  imposing  upon  others  an 
undue  share  of  the  public  burdens. 

Mr.  Stone’s  course  upon  this  measure 
bus  furnished  additional  proof  of  his 
high-toned  independence  and  fearless¬ 
ness  as  a  legislator,  and  however  a  few 
may  condemn  his  action  ns  exhibiting  au 
uuuecessary  Bolicitude  for  equalization 
of  taxatiou,  the  vast  majority  of  citizens 
will  cordially  applaud  his  effort  in  that 
direction.  That  the  bill  will  pass  the 
House,  we  presume  there  cun  be  no 
doubt  whatever.  A  proper  regard  for 
the  purity  of  tlie  public  morals,  uo  less 
than  a  decent  respect  for  the  public  inter¬ 
ests,  unquestionably  demands  the  prac- 1 
tices  at  which  this  measure  is  arrived 
should  be  stamped  as  a  deliberate  crime, 
and  the  paople  will  be  certain  to  mark 
their  disfavor  every  member  who  may 
interpose  bis  vote  to  prevent  this  desira¬ 
ble  consummation^^^
